Mr. Oliveds ar fadment calls for a 
number of additions to the free list 
apart from wheat and its products 
which are free at present, including 
farm implements and machinery, 
fractors, rough and = partly ‘dressed 
lumber, oils of various kinds, cement 
nd fertilizers, It also urges reciprocal 
free trade with other countries in 
staple foods and food products (other 
han wheat and flour), substantial re- 
ductions in the general tariff on all 
articles excepting luxuries, and finally 
an increase in the British preference 
up to 50 per cent of the general 
tariff. 
Who Got the Difference? 

Hon, Frank Oliver said that farm- 

ers of the west last year received a 
maximum price of about $1.75 for 
wheat This was a good price and 
the farmers were not complaining. f 
This was the price secured for 70,- 
000,000 bushels, but for a large part 
of the rest of the crop the price was 
$3 and now this $5 wheat fixed the 
cost of flour in the east. The farm- 
ers did not get $3 and he wanted to 
know who got the difference. M: 
Oliver complained that an embargo 
was placed on the shipment of wheat 
eust by the railways, He claimed that 
this was done in connivance with the 
railways in order  tnat speculators 
could manipulate grain stored in the 
elevators
